and Rolaff and Kapadia teach roller pistons having eccentric units similar to applicants'. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are allowed because the prior art does not disclose a rotary compressor having first and 
second compressing chambers wherein one of the chambers selectively performs a 
compressing operation and the other chamber performs an idling operation, and a 
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pressure control unit applies a discharging pressure to the chamber performing the 
idling operation.
